were withdrawn, 

The most important development 


was the final decision of the delegates 
that they could not support the claim 
of the maritime provinces for an “ir- 
reducible minimum” of representa- 
tion in the federal house, This means 
that if the provincial governments ac- 
complish anything in the future it 
will be as the result of direct repre- 
sentations to the Dominion govern- 
ment. The opinion of the majority 
of the delegates was that it is a mat- 
ter which should be settled between 
the Dominion and the three dissatis- 
fied provinces 

The belief here is that the confer- 
ence has not succeeded in accomplish- 
ing a great deal. There is a very gen 
eral impression that the demand upon 
tne Dominion government for one- 
tenth of the customs, and excise rev- 
enues is not likely to be acceded to. 
It is also doubtful whether the prin- 
ciple involved in the resolution will 
be adopted. 

May Get Subsidies increase. 

It is beiieved while the provinces 
are almost certain to get an increase 
in subsidies, the new arrangement will 
be on the basis of an increase in the 
Pree per urpita grant. ” 

The resolutions adopted on Mon- 
flay asking for an increase in the 
Salaries of leutenant-governors will 
probably be acceded to by the Domin- 
ion government, 

The question of representation of 
the maritime provinces in the House 
cf Commons was discussed at both 
the morning and afternoon sessions of 
the conference today, and it was fin- 
ally decided to do nothing in the 
matter, In the morning Premier 
Flemming of New Brunswick, filed a 
memorandum on the grounds of the 
claim of Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick for special treatment in regard 
tu representation.
